WASHINGTON, March 23.—The 
duty on the ordinary run of straw 
hats imported into this country 
was fixed by the Fordney-McCum- 
ber high tariff act as 60 per cent. 
This was the duty until a few days 
ago. There has been no change in 
the law, but the duty now is 88 per 
cent. 4 3 | , 

This increase, by nearly eg ae oe 
affords the best illustration the 
consumer has yet had of practical 
effect of the “elastic” section of 
the Fordney-McCumber act whieh 


gives the President the right, by 


executive order, to advance or low- 
er duties within a range of 560 per 
cent. Invoking,this power, on the 
plaint of American straw hat man- 
ufacturers that the 60 per cent duty 
did not give them sufficient pro- 
tection against the “pauper labor” 
of Europe, the President, on Feb. 
12, ordered the rate increased to 
88 per cent.

The “elastic” section enables the 
President, without consulting Con- 
gress, to write his own tariff tick-
